Talk in a Way to 
Natives, Prof. Garner 
Declares. 


R. L. Garner, naturalist and student 
of monkeys, returned today on the 
steamship Chicago with four tons of 
specimens for the Smithsonian insti- 
tution in Washington and a descrip- 
tion of an animal, a cross between a 
gorilla and a chimpanzee, which, he 
avers, was of | such high intelligence 
that it could-talk to a limited degree 
to natives in the French Congo. 

The natttralist said he had spent 
two year 
French Céngo in the interests of the 
Smithsonian institution. 


Region Called “ Infested.” 

“In all. my travels through the 
jungles I have never come across such 
a strange animal as the talking gorilla,” 
he said. “I first heard of the beast 
from natives in the Congo, who said 
that a certain region was infested with 
the animals, with which they had 
learned to talk after a fashion.” 

Prof. Garner said he induced four 

natives to accompany him to the habl- 
tat of the animals. He said he found 
they had told the truth and he him- 
self set about to learn to talk to the 
monkeys, which, in the dark, could be 
taken for natives. 

Lures Male to Death. 
One night several of the mam apes 


uttered a strange call which sounded 
like “ Waa-hooa,” Prof. Garner said. 
This, he declared, was the call of the 
male for its mate. Interpreted, it 
meant: “Where are you?” The an- 
swering call, given usually by a fe-

THE WAR AND BLINDNESS. 
ROM the standpoint of blindness 
produced, the great war has not 
been a serious matter, Prosser es- 
_ timates that there were but sixty~ 
five American soldiers totally blinded. 
Harris pays that when the records are 
all tn tt will be found that not mere 
than 100 will be found to have been 
blinded. Hendricksen says that at the 
end of December the number known te 
have, been blinded was thirty, 
Of 41,000 Canadians invalided home, 
only forty were found to be blind. of 


British ‘veterans, only 2.8 per cent were 


for injuries to the eyes, and only a very 
smal] percentage were granted for total 
blindness, 
The evidence is definite that the num 
ber of blinded was small. The same 
number of men engaged around foun- 
dries, rolling mills, and in other trades 
where sparks and splinters fly would 
have suffered more eye injury. So far 
as blindness is concerned, the act of be- 
ing born is more hazardous than fight- 
ing Germans in France. 

On the other hand, the war hae stima- 
lated an interest in blind people. For 
one thing, it taught us that the blind 


make the best masseurs. The Jap- 
anese learned that fact a long time 
ago, but information does not travel 
readily except from east to west, and Si- 
beria has been a great dam which kept 
the discoveries of the orient from getting 
into Burope. 

Since early in the war the Buropean 
nations have been training their biind 
in many ways, but no other vocation has 
been found to be so satisfactory for 
them as massage. Their sense of touch 
is acute, their muscle sense is exception- 
ally good. They can value muscle re 
sistance and sense muscie tension. Their 
infirmity helps them in more ways than 
one. 

There are several massage schools for 
the blind in Great Britain and conti- 
nental Europe. One has been established 
by Peel in Chicago. Probably there are 
others ‘in this country, or if there are 
not there will be. For, though the num. 
ber bifmded by war is small, there are 
many Blind in the country, and there will 
be untll we have better care of babies 
eyes, and until our people in certain 
trades become willing to wear protecting 
goggles.

LIVES; 
ARE INJURED 


Powder Car Blows Up in| 


Train Taking Men 
Into Colliery. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa, June 5.—Eighty- 
three men dead and fifty others burned 
and maimed, many of whom probably 
will die, is the toll of a disaster in the 
Baltimore tunnel of the Delaware and 
Hudson Coal company in the east end 
section of this city early today. Seven 
kegs of black powder, 300 pounds in all, 
were detonated and the dead and the 
maimed were literally roasted by the 


guperheated gas flames following the 


explosion. 
The tragedy occurred while the men 


~ were on their way to work this morn- 


ing. Owing to their working places 
being two miles from the mouth of the 
tunnel, the men were making the trip 
in a train of fourteen mine cars drawn 
by an electric motor, the powder being 
carried in two cars in the middle of 
the train. 


Men Enveloped in Flames. 


When the train had penetrated the 
tunnel about 200 feet there was a 
shower of sparks and a terrific blast. 
A great sheet of flame, drawn by the 
air current, enveloped the helpless men, 


who were huddied closely together in 


the cars with no chance to escape. 

Owing to the ventilating system the 
smoke and flames was drawn inward 
and the first intimation of the disaster 
to those on the surface was the shrieks 
of anguish of the injured. 

Rescue corps were at once formed 
and the dead and injured were rapidly 
brought to the surface, where the liv- 
ing were given first aid treatment by 
physicians and then rushed to hos- 


pitals in ambulances and vehicles of 


all sorts, even the fire apparatus being 
used in the emergency. 
Victims Piled in Heaps. 

When the rescuers first entered the 
tunnel they found the dead and dying 
piled in heaps in the cars and along 
the tunnels. Bodies of the dead were 
burned to a crisp. Of the dead, sixty- 


nine were found in the tunnel and four-

nine have been identified. 
August Ruddic, one of the survivors, 


said the overhead trolley wire sagged 


and, touching a steel powder keg, 
formed a short circuit and exploded 
Assistant General Man- 


after investigating at the scene of the 
disaster, gave it as his opinion that a 
steel bar or drill carried by one of the 
men came in contact with the over- 
head wire, forming a short circuit. 

According to the company’s figures, 
143 men and boys were being carried 
by the train.

Japanese Consul, Mex-

Chicagoans who criticize the “ open 
door” policy of China were urged yes- 
terday by Saburo Kurusu, Japanese 
consul, to open ‘their own doors and 
get their proper share of foreign trade.

FAILS TO SAVE 
SCALDED BABY 


Little Hu Maxwell's 
Fight for Life Is 
Lost. 


Little Hu Maxwell lost his brave 


fight for life yesterday. 

A kindly spirit eame to the white cot 
in the Augustana hospital, where the 
baby has t since the May night 
Selby F. Maxwell, gave 
his blood in transfusion to save the 
scalded little body, and ended the pain 
at 2 p.m. The father was there. So 
were mafy hospital nurses, and Hu 
smiled at them before he went to 
sleep. 

It was two weeks ago when Hu, left 
in charge of Sister Alma of the Augus- 
tana nursery, was set down in a big, 
white bathtub to play. The nurse 
went away to tend to other business 
and Hu discovered the shiny faucets. 
and turned on the scaling water. His 
feét and legs were terribly scalded. 

Father Gives Blood. 

‘The tragedy occurred late Sunday 
night and authorities called his father, 
who lives at 533 Gunderson avenue. 
He rushed to the child’s bedside and a 
few minutes later volunteered to give 
his own blood to save the baby. Six 
hundred cubic centimeters of the blood 
were transferred to Hu’s veins in the 
hour long operation. When it was over 
the doctor said he had a chance to live. 

For several days his father, weakened 
by the operation, but happy in his sac- 
rifice, watched him mend slowly. 

“He looks fine,” said the father to 
inquirers. “ His finger nails are pink 
now and his face isn’t white any more. 
I don’t think he is in so much pain.” 


Baby Suffers Relapse. 

Wednesday night a doctor came from 
Hu’s bedside to report that there was 
still danger grom the burns. In the 
morning Hu seemed much worse, ,but 
not until noon did his father give 
the child’s life. It was 2:30 p.m. when 
the end came.

Such was the keynote of an address 
delivered by Gov. Lowden at the final 
reception and welcoming home to the 
officers of the Prairie division given 
yesterday afternoon by the Chicago 
Woman's club following the review of 
the third unit of the division. 

“If the women of America,” he said, 
“instead of regarding the franchise 
simply as a privilege, will regard it 
as a sacred duty and go to the polls as 
surely and earnestly when primary 
and election days come as these men 
in uniform responded to their coun-} 
try’s call, their use of the franchise 
will surpass in benefit to the state the 
use which men have made of the fran- 
chise in the past. 

“The word I wish to leave to- 
day is not that it the greatest of 
‘all privileges—tho it is—but that 
the most solemn of all duties 
which rest upon the citizen.” 

The governor paid tribute to the pa- 
triotism of American women in gen- 
eral and Illinois women in particular, 
and declared that to them and their 
work and their sacrifices belongs no 
less credit for the winning of the war 
than to the Prairie soldiers them- 


selves, in praise of whose valor he was 
usiastic.

Added significance was given to the 
reception by the fact that it was 
in charge of the recently elected pres- 
ident of the club, Mrs. W. H. Winslow, 
whose son, Lieut. Alan Winslow, Amer- 
ican ace, was believed to have been 
lost in an air battle and afterward re- 
turned to his command. 

“It is eminently fitting that this or- 
ganization should extend its welcome 
to the officers of our own division, the 
Prairie division, because during all 
the strenuous and depressing months 
of the war it was the women of IIll- 
nois who helped us most to fight our 
battles at home, and therefore, Gen. 
Bell, helped us to help our men in 
the field,” declared the governor. 

“ And it is all the more fitting that. 
this final reception should be given 
by the women because of the signifi- 
cance of the moment marked by the 
‘submission of the women’s demand for 
franchise in Illinois to the voters for 
ratification. 

“This club, as perhaps some of you 
gentiemen do not know, is a historic 
organization. There is nothing which 
has happened in Chicago during the 
last quarter of a century making for 
its improvement and its progress 


~o 

“ Now, I congratulate you ladies that 
since yesterday a wider field is open- 
ing before you. [Applause.] I am 
going to take this occasion to offer 
just a little bit of advice. I do not 
know whether it will be welcomed or 
not, Mme. President. That advice is 
this: You know that one of the argu- 
ments that has been made against 
woman's votes was that they were un- 
able to bear arms in the event of war. 
I want to say here today that in my 
opinion the part which the women of 
Illinois played in the great war that 
has just closed was as indispensable, 
was as helpful. as the part, glorious as 
that was, played by the men in the 
trenches and on the battle front. [Ap- 
plause.] 

“But if any one should for a mo- 
ment doubt whether this be sufficient 
to justify the vote, I want to confess 
to you now—I don’t know that we 
have ever done it before—that we men 
have not made such a very tremen- 
dous success of our use of the fran- 
chise in the past. [Laughter.] 

“If the women, who for the first 
‘time are coming into the full fran- 
chise, were to regard not simply as a 
privilege conferred by the laws, but 
as a sacred duty to be discharged, the 
right to vote, they have a very easy 
opportunity .of surpassing in the use- 
fulness &nd effectiveness at the polls 
all that the men have achieved. 

“What I mean is this: In ordinary 
elections only a small percentage of 
the men have gone to the primaries or 
have gone to the polls unless super- 
human efforts were made to drag them 
out. Let not the women be guilty of 
this same apathy!” , 

Gov. Lowden then lauded the hero- 
ism of the Thirty- -third division, and 
pointed out that of ‘sixty-three Con- 
gressional Medals of Honor awarded 
the entire American expeditionary 
forces, the Prairie division brought 
back nine, whereas, on the basis of 
proportionate numbers engaged in ac- 
tual battle, the division would have 
won only two. 

“And this division never lost a bat- 
tle!’ he continued. “ More than 1,000 
of these brave men will never come 
back. To those dead heroes we all 
have incurred a sclemn obligation— 
that we sha]l maintain the principles 
for which the flag stands.”
